Viennese doctor has in 
vented an apparatus which, while it 
has not y et succeeded in awakening 
tlie 
dead, 
has nevertheless 
induced 
circulation of the blood in the body of 
a person dead for some hours. 
The 
apparatus is electrically driven and 
is applied to the stomach. 
The massage affected by means of 
the machine causes the muscles and 
blood vessels of the stomach to vi­ 
brate sufficiently to re-establish cir­ 
culation. Doctor Eisenmonger, the in­ 
ventor, had hitherto only applied bis 
invention to persons who were almost 
dead as the result of asphy xiation or 
drowning, and who were in need of 
artificial respiration. 
Now, however, it lias been tried on 
a 
person 
dead 
for 
two 
hours. 
A 
woman of 40, who fell from a third- 
floor window, died on her way to the 
hospital. 
Two hours after death the 
apparatus was set in motion. 
A liter 
of salt water was injected in the arm. 
After half an hour the blood began 
to circulate under the skin; the pulse 
heat and the cheeks showed that in 
the 
veins was flowing not « lie red 
blood of a living person but the blue 
blood of the dead. 
It is true there 
was no sign of awakening, but this is 
not the object of Doctor Eisenmenger’s 
invention, which Is designed simply 
to 
re-establish 
circulation 
of 
the 
blood. 
In the case of a person who is ap­ 
parently dead, if both artificial respi­ 
ration and circulation of the blood 
by the new method are resorted to, 
the chances of success should be in- 
erensrd. 
A powerful drug m-glit also 
lie added to the saline solution in­ 
jected. 
Further experiments are to

made 
with 
artificial 
respiration 
and an injection of adrenaline ad­ 
ministered at the sam e time as tlie 
massage

Drastic 


Political House Cleaning. 


The sacred heads 
of United 
States Senators Watson and R ob­ 
inson are the latest to suffer in 
that destructive avalanche which 
was started when the Indianapo­ 
lis Grand jury returned indict­ 
ments against Governor Jackson 
and Mayor Duvall. 
Rev. E. S. Shumaker, Superin­ 
tendent of the Indiana Anti-Sa­ 
loon League, recently convicted 
by the Indiana Supreme court for 
contempt, asserts that he induced 
Senator Robinson to call Senator 
W atson by telephone, in order to 
find out if the latter could aid 
him in getting early consideration 
of his case. 
Mr. Shumaker de­ 
clares that Senator Watson told 
him not to worry over the out­ 
come, as he 
(W atson) had re- 


contly interceded with three Su ­ 
preme Court Justices in the m at­ 
ter, and had 
found that 
they 
would not give the Anti-Saloon 
League Leader a prison sentence. 
Senator Watson denies this. 
He 
says that Mr. Shumaker misun­ 
derstood his telephone message, 
but admitted that he did write 
several letters in an endeavor to 
keep the dry leader from going 
to jail. 
That a prominent Indiana poli­ 
tician should try to influence the 
judgment of the 
Courts of his 
state, even of its Highest Court, 
will not startle any one who has 
read of the methods of the R e­ 
publican - Klan - Anti - Saloon 
Leage alliance in that common­ 
wealth. 
The efforts of this com­ 
bine to secure itself in power has 
been directed at the judicial quite 
as much as at the legislative and 
executive branches 
of 
Govern­ 
ment. 
That it has partly suc­ 
ceeded is indicated by a passage 
in the 
indictment 
of Governor 
Jackson for attempting to bribe 
former 
Governor McCray. 
In 


this indictment it is charged that 
he would not be convicted in any

Mr. Shum aker’s charges, there­ 
fore— for which Attorney-gen­

Court—do not tell 
us anything 
new about 
the length to 
which 
the Klan and its associates went; 
neither does 
the 
admission by 
Senator Watson that he tried to 
keep the dry leader out of jail. 
The charges, however, do con­ 
siderably widen the scope of the 
exposure 
of 
corruption 
in the 
Hoosier State. 
They prove that 
Indiana has not only a Governor 
and a Mayor who 
are charged 
with corruption, but that its two 
United 
States 
Senators

things to explain.
